Attention has been directed to the lat- 
ter by reports that Russia had resumed 
direct negotiat'Ionis with China-concern- 
ing Manchuria and also by yesterday's 
cablegram stating that a Russian proc- 
lamation was about to be issued, es- 
tablishing New Chwa-ng as a Russian, 
port. 


The Rights of Trade. 


As to the report that Russia will pro- 


claim New Chwang- to be a Russian 
port, it is pointed out in diplomatic 
quarters that New Chwang is a treaty 
port, and, as such, open to the com- 
merce oC the world, under the existing- 
taiift regulations wlLli China, and for- 
eign merchants have the i-ight to trade 
and to conduct establishments there. 
Thes-e rights of trade could'not be di- 
verted, in the opinion of diplomatic of- 
ficials, .by aT'Russian proclamation, un- 
less the powers had previously given 
assent. 
Thus far, however, there -has 


been no request from Russia or China 
for any change In the status of New 
Chwang, as one of the treaty ports.
